RECENTLY ORGANIZED RADIO CLUB. 
Eziracts from the Yearbook of the San Francisco Radio Club. 
OBJECT AND PURPOSE. 


During the early part of January, 1916, a number of prominent commercial ‘and 
experiment radio operators of San Francisco met in order to discuss the possibility of 
organizing a radio clu’s in that city. The num er of enthusiastic operators Farely 
reached the dozen mark, ' ut regardless of the small num er present, a Prosperous 
future for a radio organization was foreseen, and the necessary steps toward founding an 
organization were taken. Radio operators throughout the city were notified of the 
undertaking and were urged to give all possi le support to insure a huge success. 

A meeting was held and the number of responders was surprisingly large. A con- 
stitution was framed, su mitted for approval at a later date, and finally signed ! y 15 
charter mem ers. The situation was then well in hand, and the mem erghip of the 
clu _ increased rapidly as the weeks passed by, until at the present time 36 radio men 
are in possession of the mem ership card. 


MEMBERSHIP AND QUALIFICATIONS. 


The mem ership comprises: 
(a) Members who either hold a first-grade commercial license or better or who have 
passed the clu examination of that grade. 
b) Associates who are interested in radio communication. . 
ssociate mem ers desiring to | ecome full members are examined when their 
capa ility permits, and if they are successful in passing the club examination they are 
transferred from the grade of associate to mem er. A certificate of skill will Le issued 
to all associates who successfully pass the examination. ` 


MEETINGS, 


Meetings of the San Francisco Radio Club are held every Friday evening at the 
clu room, 737 Shrader Street, at 8 o'clock. 

The four meetings per month comprise an experiment meeting, a social meeting, 
and two usiness meetings. At the experiment meeting various electrical and radio 
apparatus are demonstrated. Experiments impossible for a single experimenter to 
perform have ;.een made possible by the cooperation of the members, 


ADVANTAGES OF MEMBERSHIP. 


The San Francisco Radio Clu’ offers many distinct advantages to ita mem"ers, 
Radio men in all grades of experience come together, exchange ideas, relate experi- 
ences, enefit y interesting and educational lectures, and learn the methods of good 
speech delivery, Commercial operators come into contact with amateur operators 
and experimenters; interference etween stations is reduced to a minimum, and the 
maximum of efficiency is secured from the experimenters’ apparatus with the did 
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of accurately calibrated measuring instruments which the club possesses. Privately 
owned stations are tuned to resonance to comply with the regulations of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce without charge to the owner. 


NEW WIRELESS STATION ON AFRICAN COAST. 


Military engineers are crecting a wireless station on Cape Juby, on 
the African coast, and expect to have it in operation before October 1. 
In cases of need at sea the service will be available for ships in distress. 
As the big installation on Teneriffe Island is less, than 100 miles from 
the Cape Juby plant, communieation with the Canary Islands will be 
possible and, through them, with the Spanish mainland. 

A regular steamship service to Cape Juby, with sailings from Santa 
Cruz de Teneriffe on the 28th of each month, has been announced in 
the newspapers. 


ALASKAN RADIO STATIONS CLOSED. 


The bureau has been informed that the following land stations in 
Alaska have been closed for the season, and will not be reopened until 
March, 1917: Akutan (KNW), Chignik (KHC), Egegak (KMF), 
Hales Creek (KMT), Koggiung (KVV), Koggiung (KHB), Naknek 
(KHT), Naknek (KMK), Nushagak (KMG), and Snag Point (KHF). 


TWO NEW WIRELESS STATIONS FOR COLOMBIA. 


Itis reported that the two Marconi outfits purchased by the Colom- 
bian Government some time ago will be delivered soon. It is intended 
to establish these two stations at Arauca and Orocue. The former is 
situated'on the Arauca River where it forms the boundary between 
Colombia and Venezuela, and the latter is on the Meta River some 
200 miles east of Bogota. 
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
